"The fight is on,” says the A. K. of 
L. executive. 
"In this fight labor will 
seek the election of fit candidates by 
a show of the records und of the 
facts. 
Labor bos no weapon but tile 
truth, no force but the force of re a ­ 
son and argument, 
its appeal is the 
welfare of the American nation, tile 
safeguarding of Hie American democ­ 
racy. 


"Labor, in tills campaign, us always, 
is fighting the battle of the American 
people against that small but power­ 
ful group which constantly and su r­ 
reptitiously filches from the people 
their liberty and perverts justice. 
"The enemies of labor will go to 
great lengths to show that labor's 
fight is u narrow und a partisan tight 
for the sole benefit of union men. 
“Labor's fight is a partisan fight for 
the benefit of union men; u partisan 
fight for principles which are of ben­ 
efit to union men und all men. 
"Lubor is not something tlint Is Im­ 
personal. 
It is not like a machine nor 
is it like a corporation. 
It is tho sum 
total of the lives of all those who Ut e 
useful to the world. 
"Therefore, tile Interest of labor In 
legislation is no limited interest full­ 
ing between any two given points. It 
Is un interest that

do with human relations.

thing in which labor is not interest­ 
ed."

President 
llornper's has selected several of la­ 
bor’s declarations. These include the 
statement that "it is the duty of trade 
unionists, their friends und sympa­ 
thisers. and sll lovers of freedom, ju s­ 
tice and democratic ideals and Insti­ 
tutions to unite in defeating those 
seeking public office who are indif­ 
ferent or hostile to the people s inter­ 
ests and the aspirations of labor."

Women and Men Together 
Washington, 
March 
29 
The 
Monthly Labor Review, published by 
the United States bureau 
of 
labor 
statistics, reprints an 
article 
from 
Soziale Praxis (Social Practice), Ber­ 
lin, in which a German medical wom­ 
an says it Is natural for women to 
join with men in a trade union, ra th ­ 
er than to divide on sex lines. 
The 
w riter is Dr. Charlotte Leubuscher. 
“ The organization of gainfully em­ 
ployed women may be effected in two 
ways.” she writes. 
' Either in un­ 
ions with exclusively female mem­ 
bership, or Jointly with male fellow 
workers. 
While the former principle 
of organization Is prevailing arnoug 
salaried employes and in numerous 
higher callings, the 
combining 
of 
mule and fcmule workers of the same 
occupation m by far the 
most 
fre­ 
quent form of organization among 
trade unions of women workers and 
m anual workers. 
Only the sectarian 
the Christian Trade Society of Wom­ 
en Home Workers form an exception 
to this rule. 
“ It is only natural that common 
organization fctf men and women is 
the predonnmmt form of organiza­ 
tion, because tftfcnen are 
being 
em­ 
ployed in the*fame occupation as men, 
and in rn a my mstances have replaced 
men, and owing to this fact it is in 
the interest v t male workers to in­ 
clude the female workers in tneir or­ 
ganizations.”
